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Turbocar Achievements 


HATEVER may be the future of the gas turbine as the power unit for cars, 

the Rover company earn unstinted admiration for the pioneer work in 

this field. They also deserve hearty congratulations on the successful out- 
come of their officially observed speed trials in Belgium last week—a speed of 152 
m.p.h. by an ordinary production car in which the turbine unit has been fitted in 
place of the orthodox engine is highly creditable. The car is, in fact, an ordinary 
Rover 75 saloon with the top removed and replaced by a decking over the seat 
alongside the driver and over the power plant, which occupies the space where the 
rear passengers would normally sit 

Successful as the tests were, it is emphasized that they only mark a stage in turbo 
car development which it appears desirable to place on record. The turbocar 
remains, in fact, very much a model of the future, and of the indefinite future, as 
its sponsors are at pains to point out. Many problems remain to be solved and 
one of the most difficult is that of the heat exchanger, a device to recover much of 
the heat which is at present lost in the efflux from the power turbine. When that 
problem is solved the thermal efficiency of the gas turbine unit will be appreciably 
improved, and its present high fuel consumption will be materially reduced 
While all will wish the Rover company success in the development work which 

still lies ahead, the fact must be deplored that Great Britain is unable to provide 
a suitable testing ground even for a potential touring car, and that it was, therefore, 
necessary to carry out the turbocar tests in Belgium. When M.LR.A.’s high-speed 
testing track is completed it will afford better facilities for high-speed work than 
exist at present, but it is problematical whether it will be suitable for the very high 
speeds of which prototype turbocars will obviously be capabl 


Limited Sympathy 


HE plaintive cry of the inspectors of constabulary, in their 1951 Report, arouses 
only limited sympathy in motorists. The police resent the opposition that 
“ special methods” of trapping arouse in the public mind, special nethods 
being such as the plain-clothes patrols now operating in Oxfordshire 
It is worth reiterating that this journal approves plain-clothes patrols provided 
that the road safety results can be shown to justify them; final judgment on that is 
not yet possible. None the less, it feels that the police have only themselves to 
blame for such elements of hostility as they arouse amongst motorists. These are 
unlikely to be dissipated until the pretence is dropped that every parking offence, 
speed limit breakage and “ no waiting” infringement is a threat to public safety. A 
percentage of such offences are, of course, but until enforcement of the law is less 
indiscriminate than it is at present, the sense of persecution will remain. The defence 
that the police are only doing their duty of administering the law, however stupid, 
is only partly admissible. The police must bear their share of responsibility for 
meshes that allow dangerous drivers to escape while restraining the 35 m.p.h. min 
nows. This, in a nutshell, is the case against them 
Moreover, there are few drivers who have not been imperiously halted by a police 
officer, or spoken to regarding parking, in a manner that contrasts with his solici 
tude towards pedestrians; and there are few involved in the exodus from a major 
sporting event who have not compared the ruthlessness of the admittedly hard 
pressed traffic policeman with the reasonably urbane A.A. or R.A.C. scout in similar 
circumstances. If these impressions are unjustified, why is it that the majority of 
motorists feel that they are being hounded by the law when they are driving ? 
The inspectors say that there is “a regrettable tendency” to regard many 
road offences as being “of a purely technical character.” Of course there is, and 
there always will be while many a motorist who has never even endangered a cat has

Owing to the relatively short blades, 
machined integral with the disc, a con- 
siderable amount of useful blade cooling 
occurs by heat feed into the disc and out 
with the cooling oil of the bearing. This 
has enabled the Rover turbines to run 
at higher temperatures than are usual, 
turbine inlet gas temperatures of over 
900 deg C being used quite satisfac- 
torily. Thirty-five blades are used of the 
twisted “free vortex” design. 

The power turbine nozzles are made 
from H.R. Crown Max and have a con- 
siderable slope outward at their tips, 
increasing to the larger power-turbine 
tip diameter necessitated by the lower 
gas density. Owing to the facts that

backwards swirl to the gases from the 
compressor turbine, the camber of the 
power turbine nozzles is very low, only 
about 55 deg. 

All turbine rotors and nozzles now 
have a root diameter of 6.3in, but the 
power turbine tip diameter is 9.3in com- 
pared with the 7.88in of the compressor- 
turbine rotor. Power turbine rotors 
have been made quite satisfactorily 
both from Nimonic 80 and from Firth 
Vickers Rex 467. With the gear ratio 
used 120 m.p.h. requires a power tur- 
bine speed of about 25,000 r.p.m 

The ground single helical reduc- 
tion gears with a 40 deg spiral angle 
are completely trouble-free and make 
no noticeable noise, contrary to 
opinion expressed before they were 
tried. The same applies to the gears 
used to drive all auxiliaries from the 
end of the compressor shaft. A 40 
80 x 18 mm ball bearing is used next to 
both the power turbine and the com- 
pressor turbine and is lubricated by 
means of an oil feed along the shaft 

The compressor end of the engine 
consists of an. aluminium casting in 
R.R.50 with three outlet volutes from the 
compresser feeding to the circular heat 
exchanger assembly when used. In the 
record car, however, a dummy heat ex- 
changer assembly made from 1.750in 
diameter tubes was uséd. The single 
combustion chamber has a casing 
made from mild steel sheet, aluminium 
sprayed to prevent scaling owing to 
heat. Similar material is used for the 
exhaust collector duct at the engine, 
but an aluminium sheet cover is used 
for the lengths from the engine to the 
outlets 


Exhaust Silencing 


This portion of the exhaust has a 
perforated metal inside with Stillite 
lining and acts very effective 
silencer absorbing most of the exhaust 
roar. A short intake silencer is of 
similar construction but uses Fibreglas 
as its sound absorber; this material 
more effective still, but is unsuitable for 
use at high temperatures 

Servicing of such a power unit would 
be simple as the parts of the engine most 
likely to give trouble—i.c., the 
pressor turbine rotor blades and the 
high-speed bearings—are all in a small 
interchangeable unit which can be 
replaced by a spare in two hours 
These units will, when turbine car 
come into general use, be sent back t 
the makers for servicing

No Critical Mixture 


It may be as well here to clear up a 
point which often confuses people, 1.e., 
the question of the correct amount of 
fuel or mixture strength. Actually, this 
problem does not exist or, rather, is in 
reverse, in that any given amount of 
fuel sprayed into the combustion cham- 
ber will produce a certain temperature 
which will run the compressor unit up 
to a speed where the power required to 
drive the compressor is equal to the 
power produced by the compressor 
turbine at that temperature. This 
means in effect that the horse-power 
given by the engine is fixed almost en- 
uirely by the position of the accelerator 
pedal. 

It has been said in the past by those 
people who became enthusiastic over 
steam cars that steam horse-power is 
better than petrol engine horse-power, 
and the gas turbine car also gives this 
impression. This is probably because 
the time taken in gear changing and the 
energy put into accelerating the flywheel! 
in the lower gears result in a loss. 

The engine used in the record car 
has produced on the test bed 230 b.h.p 
at 39,500 r.p.m. on the compressor tur- 
approximately 26,000 r.p.m. on 
the power turbine), whereas when the 
car was originally demonstrated at 
Silverstone the same-sized engine was 
producing something like 100 b.h.p.

HE Rootes Group is one of the few companies among those known as the 

Big Six to produce cars with engines of around 4-litre capacity at com- 

petitive prices. In view of this it. is not, perhaps, surprising that one of 
their large chassis forms the basis for a saloon known as the Imperial, an ambu- 
lance, and an cight- or nine-seater limousine known as the Pullman. It is the 
last of these that has recently been tested by this journal. 

In judging a limousine two quite different aspects of the car must be con- 
sidered. Briefly, with a normal saloon car the person who has paid the money 
will most likely sit on the front seat; but with a limousine the owner will seldom, 
if ever, sit in the front of the car. The desire to fulfil the owner’s requirements, 
however, must not be allowed to influence the design to such a degree that the 
driving compartment is overlooked. It must be remembered that it is the driver 
who is doing the work of piloting the car from place to place, and he may have 
to drive for very long periods. To meet these requirements it is necessary to 
build a large car. The Humber Pullman is a large car. 

Now although this is so, it is by no means an embarrassment to the man at 
the wheel; in fact, one of the most noticeable things is the way it can be manceu- 
vred. A driver quickly feels at home in the Pullman, and the fact that there is a 
lot of motor car behind him just does not seem to matter because of its very 
good, one might almost say modern sports car, handling qualities. Further, this 
is not a ‘ight car; it turns the scales at over two tons, yet it is not in any way 
heavy to steer. Open curves and tight bends can be taken fast without any fuss 
or feeling of insecurity. There is very little roll, and the Panhard rod effectively 
locates the rear axle and prevents sideways flutter. In spite of the weight

distribution and a rear mounted anti-roll bar, this car also 
has that very desirable quality—a slight amount of under- 
steer, which increases the directional stability as a whole, 
and further inspires confidence. 

It may be argued that this is, after all, a limousine and 
not a sports car, where handling is one of the prime con- 
siderations. Against this it must be remembered that this 
limousine is of a type that is suitable for long-distance busi- 
ness trips at quite high speeds, as well as town carriage or 
short low-speed formal journeys, and it is at least a com- 
fort to the business man to know that the car hurrying to 
take him to an appointment will not turn over or suddenly 
face the other way at the slightest provocation. 

The big six-cylinder side-valve engine, of the high torque 
at low revs variety, is well suited to this type of car. It 
is very smooth and goes about its business without any 
fuss. On Pool fuel some pinking was experienced, but this 
was not excessive and did not appear without some slight 
provocation. Compared with that of an ordinary saloon 
the engine of the limousine has many extra duties to per- 
form. For example, apart from being driven at ordinary 
speeds it may be required to take part in a procession where 
prolonged running at very low speed is required, and under 
these conditions it must not overheat, or, for that matter, be 
difficult to start or tricky when it is cold. This last item 
is catered for by an automatic choke which controls the 
mixture strength and slow running speed thermostatically 
by means of a bi-metallic spring mounted in a pocket in 
the exhaust manifold. 

The Pullman can be considered as very much a top-gear 
car if the driver wishes, yet on the other hand if he is in a

All normal 
main road hills of around the 1 in 10 variety can be climbed 
on top gear, while in this country it is seldom necessary 
to change down into second for the steeper ones. 

An unusual feature of the transmission is the provision 
of synchromesh on all four forward gears. This is very 
effective in operation and enables a silent change to be made 
even if snatch tactics are employed. The operation of chang- 
ing down from second to first (or low to emergency low, as 
it is called in the instruction book) is performed more 
quickly if a double-declutching change is made, as the com- 
paratively wide ratio between these two gears results in a 
slight time delay while speeds are synchronized. The steer- 
ing-column gear change is well positioned, positive in opera- 
tion, and has just about the right amount of movement 
from gear to gear. It also has a pleasant feel. Both the 
clutch and the brake pedals are well placed and comfort- 
able to operate; the clutch itself is smooth in operation and 
pleasantly light, especially considering the size of the car 
Further, it has not been found necessary to provide an ex- 
cessive amount of pedal travel in order to produce lightness 
The hydraulically operated brakes are powerful and ade- 
quate for normal use, though both during the severe con- 
ditions of performance testing, and at times when the car 
was driven fast on the road, some fading was experienced 

Unlike the normal saloon, a limousine presents its own 
problems as regards driving position, because with a parti- 
tion it is often difficult to provide any front seat adjustment. 
In the Pullman the driving position is good and the seat 
cushion is well placed relative to both the steering wheel 
and the pedals. Also it is quite high up, and this is a very

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good feature with a large car, as it gives the driver a feeling 
of control as well as a good forward view, which includes 
both front wings, or, in the case of a short driver, at least 
both the external mirrors can be seen. which also give a 
good indication of the width of the car. Further to increase 
the comfort and to minimize what may be termed long- 
distance fatigue, especially for a tall driver, a front seat 
squab that is adjustable for thickness would be a useful 
modification, and this matter is being attended to by the 
manufacturers. 

With the exception of the windscreen wiper switch, - 
minor controls are well placed and neatly grouped. 
wipers have the advantage of off-the-screen parking, we 
the combined switch and right-hand blade parking knob is 
a little difficult to operate, as it is mounted on the facia in 
front of the steering wheel and gear lever. The wipers them- 
selves are well positioned and have a good arc of movement. 
The two external driving mirrors previously mentioned pro- 
vide a view of a car that is about to pass, but they do not 
show one that is following behind. An internal mirror 
would be a useful addition, or alternatively the external 
mirrors could be mounted farther out from the sides of the 
car. There is a rear blind operated from the front 
compartment. 

So much for the front compartment. What of the owner’s 
quarters? The rear of the Pullman is very well 

Again it must be stressed that a limousine presents its own 
problems, especially if it is a large one, as the ride must 
be good no matter whether there is one passenger or eight 
on board, and this represents a very large variation in weight. 
Now, if the suspension is too soft the range of static 
deflection will be very large and this arrangement would 
make the car very high off the ground in the one-up con- 
dition, or give too little ground clearance when fully laden. 
On the other hand, if it is too hard the car may feel harsh 
when lightly loaded. A happy compromise has been reached 
with this car that results in a good ride as well as a very 


stable vehicle. 

The rear presents an air of luxury. There 
is plenty of room on the rear seat for up to three persons, 
and the seat cushion is adjustable for length to give the 
maximum amount of support to the passengers’ leg muscles. 
This means providing support right up to the knee joint, 
and, unless some adjustment is provided, a cushion that is 
suitable for a tall passenger may prove uncomfortable for a 
short one, especially on long journeys. Two folding occa- 
sional seats are fitted behind the division and these are 
sufficiently close together to enable three persons to be 
carried on them for short journeys if required.

The division 
can be operated by switches in either of the rear armrests 
as well as by the driver’s control mounted under the facia 
Also, although the radio is installed in the front compart- 
ment, there are two loud speakers in the rear and these can 
be adjusted by a volume control mounted close to the right- 
hand partition switch, while on the opposite armrest, close 
to the left-hand partition switch, is a cigarette lighter 
Heater controls for the rear compartment are mounted on 
the rear facia panel. 

The head lamps are powerful and have a good range and 
spread of light. They are dipped by a switch mounted at 
the centre of the steering wheel. Instrument lighting is good 
and does not produce reflections in the windscreen. There 
are three interior lights as well as two door-operated lights 
in the air inlet grilles in the partition, mounted in a position 
where they illuminate the running boards and floor of 
the rear compartment. A second door-operated switch 
breaks the direction indicator circuit so that the indicator 
arm is automatically lowered if the rear door is opened, 
and the indicator is not cancelled by the steering column 
switch

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HEN the first photographs of the 300 SL Mercedes- 

Benz coupé appeared in March this year, the idea of 

climbing in through the roof appeared somehow 

as the harsh conception of a cold, scientific mind. It con- 

jured up memories of gliders where the pilot lay prone 

within the wing, of those strange, expendable Volksjaeger 

fighters which were rushed into action at the end of the war, 

and tanks where the driver had no hope of escape. This 

was theoretically a sports model, but it would be no car for 
anyone afflicted with claustrophobia. 

Yet here I was, only a couple of hours after the end of the 
Le Mans race, climbing into one of the Mercedes team cars, 
with my wife settling down comfortably in the deep bucket 
seat beside me, and suddenly it was clear that to lift the 
roof and step in over the side is the most logical way to 
enter a really low-built closed car. 

Rudolf Uhlenhaut, chief experimental engineer, leaned in 
to clip the detachable steering wheel on the column, 
we ran over the instruments and switches together, 
then the combined roof-window-door panels snapped 
down. At a touch on the starter, the engine snarled

into life. I turned out into the stream of traffic homeward 
bound from Le Mans, pointed the long silver nose towards 
Paris, and opened the throttle. The engine note rose to a 
scream; three quick gear changes and the landscape had dis- 
solved in a blur. The rest of the traffic seemed to be barely 
moving, but we were rocketing ahead into that strange, 
lonely realm of high speed, where the intoxicating surge of 
power, the grip of the hands on the wheel and the beckoning 
ribbon of road ahead are the only realities. 

A quick glance at the instruments showed that we were 
doing over 120 m.p.h. and it was barely two minutes since I 
had first pressed the starter button. Then suddenly, we 
topped a rise and the road ahead was blocked by cars; a 
quick pressure on the brake pedal, and two quick changes 
downwards on a superb gear box and we were back to the 
speed of the traffic stream. In a few moments a gap opened, 
and the upward surge began again. This was not like any 
motoring that ever was before. It was like taking off ffi a 
powerful light aeroplane.

minutes. The temptation to press on to Paris was almost 
irresistible—had not Behra covered the 120-odd miles from 
Paris to Le Mans in 92 minutes when the scrutineers had 
indicated that they could wait no longer for the 2.3-litre 
Gordixi ? But the fuel was low in the tanks. So it was 
time for a pause to organize one’s impressions, and then 
return. 

Body construction, the shining silver nose, yes, and the 
noise, all contribute to the illusion of being in an aircraft 
The suspension helps, too. With the hard damper settings 
used for racing the ride is rather firm up to 40 m.p.h. Above 
that it absorbs road shocks so completely that the sensation 
of contact with the road dwindles away. The steering re- 
mains superbly direct and accurate, but being hydraulically 
damped against road shocks it transmits little sensation from 
the road surface. With very high gearing, needing only 1, 
turns from lock to lock, the car seems to sense the driver’s 
wishes instinctively and darts through gaps in the traffic with 
scarcely any conscious effort. 

It is difficult to recall any really fast car in which I have 
felt so completely at home right from the start. Seating 
position, wheel angle, and pedals were exactly right, and there 
was a clear view of both front wings. The engine really takes 
hold at 3,500 to 4,000 r.p.m. in the gears (maximum torque 
is 187.5lb ft at 4,000 r.p.m.), but it is astonishingly flexible 
and the car will crawl along smoothly in top gear at under 
20 m.p.h., accelerating swiftly away as soon as the throttle 
is opened. There is a good deal of exhaust noise (Klenk 
wore a small megaphone round his neck when he navi- 
gated for Kling in the Mille Miglia), but it is a crisp sound, 
less distressing to the nerves than a mechanical clatter, and 
the engine is quite exceptionally smooth. 

The car I drove was the one which Kling had driven at 
Le Mans until a dynamo fault put him out of the race, and

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it was handed over to me as it came from the course, but 
with new dynamo and battery. On it Kling had made the 
fastest Mercedes-Benz lap in 4 min 46 sec, equal to 
105.53 m.p.h.; a fraction faster than Stirling Moss’ record 
of the previous year, but not fast enough to equal Ascari’s 
new figure 

On the way back to the Daimler-Benz headquarters I took 
a few quick acceleration checks, without exceeding 
5,000 r.p.m. in first or second gear, and without leaving long 
black marks on the road. The results, corrected approxi- 
mately according to rev counter readings, show standstill 
to 50 m_p.h. (Ist and 2nd gears) in 5.5 sec and 0-100 m.p.h 
in 18.2.sec. With Uhlenhaut driving another car, another 
observer has obtained readings of 64 and 19.8 sec 
respectively. Such figures are of little value without proper 
calibration of the speedometers concerned, but after every 
possible allowance is made for instrumental inaccuracy, they 
suggest that the 300 SL provides a completely new standard 
of road performance for what is fundamentally a safe, 
comfortable and trac*able’closed car. With proper silencing 
and normal insulation against engine heat, the small produc- 
tion batch which is planned should present those who can 
afford them with complete mastery of every road situation, 

During the race, the highest speed recorded is said to 
have been at 6,100 r.p.m. which on a top gear of 3.25 to 1, is 
equivalent to some 152 m.p.h. The red line on the rev 
counter only appears at 6,300 r.p.m 

The brakes have Al-fin drums and two leading shoes at 
the front, and on the car I drove they were good but not 
specially powerful at high speeds. A short run in Stuttgart 
some months earlier, on a car which had been fitted with 
vacuum servo braking for Caracciola, was much more im- 
pressive in this respect. Such performance is obviously 
stretching existing braking techniques to the limit, and it was

not surprising to find that experiments were being made at 
Le Mans with an air brake mounted on streamlined pillars 
above the roof. Operation is by a lever and a special pedal. 
One swings it into the vertical position for braking from high 
speeds, and when the speed has been brought down below 
100 m.p.h. the other trips a catch and returns it to the hori- 
zontal position, whereupon the normal wheel brakes take 
over. 

With full tanks, carrying 44 gallons of fuel, the race cars 
looked as though they had some tendency to oversteer, but 
with a small fuel load this was not apparent and the handling 
seemed to be without vices at the highest speeds which could 
be attempted on roads open to ordinary traffic 

The structural basis of the 300 SL is an extremely rigid 
frame of steel tubes only about one inch in diameter, 
assembled in pyramids and triangular formations which 
eliminate practically all bending, and stress the tubes only 
in tension or compression. The frame weighs only 110 Ib 
complete with body brackets. The deep sides of the car 
contribute to structural stiffness, but they are also employed 
as ducts to lead hot air away from the engine compartment. 
The central tunnel housing gear box and transmission 
shaft is also made exceptionally deep, and acts as an air 
duct, taking hot air from under the bonnet to a point just 
forward of the rear wheel’. This method of disposing of 
under-bonnet air is said to make an important contribution 
to drag reduction. Weight of the complete car, dry, is given 
as 1,930 Ib. 

I had about an hour in the 300 SL, but it was the kind 
of hour for which one would willingly trade weeks of normal 
existence 


Foreign Matter 


The Jowett Jupiter which Becquart and I had at Le Mans 
was one of the RI racing models. The first example was 
included in the team last year, but was eliminated by gasket 
failure. A different method of securing the cylinder liners 
seemed to have eliminated the gasket trouble this year, and 
there seemed every prospect of beating the 1,500 c.c. class 
record established by a normal Jupiter two years ago, but 
constant trouble with water and sand in the fuel caused 
repeated stops to strip carburettors and filters in the early 
part of the race. A sample of fuel was taken, and official 
apologies ensued, but they could not bring back the lost 
40-odd minutes 

The RI is derived from the standard Jupiter, but has a 
lightened chassis frame and a slimmer, less spacious body 
Weight is also saved on the battery and by using light alloys 
for radiator, oil cooler and auxiliary fuel tank. This brings

Weight distribution is right and the steering is first class. 
Modifications to the tooth form of the rack and pinion and 
a revision of pivots for the steering and suspension have 
contributed to the quick, light and direct control. With 
tanks full or nearly empty, the R1 can be twitched into a 
slide and out again under perfect control; if anything it 
understeers slightly, but the control is always light and the 
response immediate. 

At Le Mans we were repeatedly held up by bigger cars 
on the winding stretches and between Mulsanne and Arnage 
we several times had to re-pass cars which had overtaken us 
on the straight. There was nothing faster than the Jupiter 
through the corners. 

The thick drifting mist brought a strange sense of isolation 
and unreality during the night hours, heightened by the fact 
that I found myself passing Ferraris, Talbots and other fast 
cars which loomed up suddenly and were left behind. An 
open car is undoubtedly an advantage in such conditions 
and one of the Jupiters passed a Mercedes; probably the 
car driven by Lang, who was losing 40 seconds a lap at 
the worst period. At one time the White House bends 
could be taken at 100 m.p.h. or more; two laps later the 
maximum speed would be nearer fifty. Long practice in 
England’s winters undoubtedly helps, and Briggs Cunning- 
ham said to me afterwards: “I wished I had been born an 
Englishman last night. You fellows seem to go through the 
fog as though it wasn’t there.” 

A brilliantly fast run at Le Mans, terminated only by 
clutch failure, brought the Osca, latest product of the 
Maserati brothers, to the notice of many who had not heard 
of the successes gained by the 1,100 c.c. version in Italy; 
successes which include three consecutive class wins in the 
Mille Miglia. The 1,342 c.c. version run at Le Mans has 
a bore and stroke of 75x76 mm and is said to yield 93 
b.h.p. at 6,000 r.p.m. on the compression ratio of 8.5 to 1, 
against some 72 b.h.p. for the 1,100. Both cars employ the 
same tubular chassis, with wheelbase of 7ft 5}in and 3tt 
1liin track; front suspension is by double wishbones and 
coil springs, while at the rear there is a conventional axle 
with trailing quarter elliptics below and radius arms above

to assist in cooling brakes and tyres, is said to have been 
made by Vignale in only ten days, which must be something 
of a record even for an Italian coachbuilder. Weight is 
given as 1,450 Ib with six gallons of fuel, and from observa- 
tion at close quarters I would put the maximum speed at 
not far short of 120 m.p.h. The Osca organization makes 
a modest two or three cars a month and is working on a 
six-cylinder formula 2 racing car with De Dion rear axle 
and torsion bar suspension. 

American hopes of a big European racing victory were 
once more disappointed at Le Mans, but Briggs Cunning- 
ham is not easily discouraged. His organization at West 
Palm Beach now employs about fifty men and has already 
begun limited production of cars for sale. Chassis are 
shipped to Italy to be fitted with coachwork by Vignale. 
The racing car bodies are made in the United States. 
Aluminium sheet of 16 gauge was used at first, but 17 gauge 
is now employed. The coupé weighs about 3,400 Ib, but 
with 300 b.h.p. from its Chrysler engine it is probably the 
fastest closed car now racing. However, further develop- 
ment work seems to be needed on the engines before the 
American colours score a success commensurate with the 
money and effort which have been poured into the 
Cunningham enterprise. 

Looking at the long, gently curving roof line of the coupé, 
with its abrupt drop at the back, I remarked to Robert 
Blake, the body designer, that it recalled the streamlined 
bodies built in Germany by Professor Kamm before the war. 
The resemblance is no accident, for it appears that Kamm, 
now in the United States, has been advising on the body 
lines of the Cunningham. 

An interesting feature is the windscreen centre panel 
which drops down into the scuttle. A small transparent 
deflector ahead of the screen diverts flies and mud and 
protects the occupants from a direct blast of air when the 
main screen is open. 

The five-speed gear boxes were not considered ready for 
racing and three-speed boxes with overdrive were used at 
Le Mans. The open cars had big oil coolers, looking like 
loud hailers, mounted on the scuttle. They rather spoiled 
the lines and could probably have been incorporated in the 
nose cowling as it turned out, for the cars ran with the grilles 
two-thirds blanked off.

Since the first details. were released, the air flow over 
the brake drums has been reversed. The centrifugal vanes 
are now cast on the outer faces of the cast magnesium alloy 
wheels and draw air outwards over the brake drums. The 
wheels have steel centres and are splined to the hubs. 

The steering column approaches the vertical and the 
driving position looks strange but does not feel so bad when 
one is seated in the car. It does mean that the steering 
movement has to pass through two universal joints working 
at fairly sharp angles, and drivers’ reports suggest that it 
may entail some loss of precision at 130 m.p.h. or so 

Briggs Cunningham himself has individual ideas on the 
ideal clothes for racing. Over normal flannels and pullover 
he draws lightweight waterproof and windproof trousers, 
tied closely at the waist. Then comes a kind of poncho- 
with-sleeves, in the same material. It has an integral hood, 
which envelops the head and fits closely round the face 
Finally the outfit is topped off with a white crash helmet 


Team Management 


To an outside observer, the Cunningham equipment seems 
to need a team manager with power to take decisions and 
demand action. There was a good deal of amicable discus- 
sion between the various amateurs and professionals who 
formed the team at Le Mans, but one rarely heard anyone 
giving orders. It contrasted strongly with the situation at 
the Mercedes-Benz pit, where Neubauer presided—big, 
blunt and roaring like a bull. There are those who profess to 
see in him the personification of the German sergeant-maijor, 
but he never loses sight of the fact that the objective in racing 
is to win, and he has certainly re-established himself as the 
greatest of all team managers. 

One type of enthusiasm which seems to be misplaced is 
in the endeavours which are repeatedly made to drive the 
whole 24 hours at Le Mans single-handed. Some French 
critics suggested that Levegh’s engine might have lasted the 
final hour if he had been alert enough to pay more attention 
to his oil gauge. This may be unfair, but a drowsy driver 
is certainly no asset when mere sports cars are hitting 150 
down the straight. There are rumours that the regulations 
are to be altered to enforce changes of driver. So much the 
better.

AS analysis of the countries from 
which 831 motorists came to 
Britain during May has been com- 
pleted by the R.A.C., which issued 
touring documents for the visitors. The 
results are surprising in several ways. 
The biggest number came from the 
U.S.A. (193) and the next on the list 
was France with 89. (How often are 
we told by the loftier weeklies that the 
French are not travellers?) After 
France come Belgium (65) and Sweden 
(63). Forty-five came from Germany, 
43 from South Africa, and 40 from the 
Isle of Man; Holland sent 42. In the 
thirties were Eire (37) and Switzerland 
(30), with Italy sending 29. From 
Palestine came 25. 

So it goes on, down to the ones and 
twos, in which occur the names of most 
of the world’s countries—Argentina, 
Aden, Bahamas, Brazil, Chile, Peru, 
Tangier, Trinidad, Colombia and 
Curacao. A lyrical lot, conjuring up 
brilliant pictures in the imagination, 
with the colour laid on thick by means 
of a palette knife.

Grand Prix ! 


HERE is one aspect of the Le 
Mans 24-hour race that is a little 
disturbing—the hotel question. The 
town itself is, of course, inundated by 
visitors of all nationalities and it is im- 
possible to secure rooms unless they 
have been reserved months in advance. 
In fact, the wise book their rooms for 
next year’s event while they are on the 
spot. 

Many visitors have perforce to stay 
some distance from Le Mans, at small 
villages about 15 or so miles away and 
even at neighbouring towns such as 
Alencon, roughly 30 miles, or even 
Chartres, about 75 miles’ distant. I 
stayed at a small village where there 
was an excellent hotel, clean and com- 
fortable and with good food. I had no 
fault to find with it until I received the 
bill, which was much bigger than I ex- 
pected it to be. I had estimated that 
1,500 francs per day would be about its

standard, but we—some dozen English- 
men in all—were surprised to find that 
we were charged 2,500 francs for din- 
ner, bed and breakfast.

HIS was a demi-pension rate, we 

were told, and was being charged 
on the instructions of the local hotel 
association. One can understand some 
increase in charges on such a special 
occasion, when the demand for accom- 
modation is so great, but out of curiosity 
I looked up the reliable Michelin Guide 
for 1952 on my return. There I found 
that the charge for rooms was 300-400 
francs, and, for meals, 80 francs for 
petit déjeuner and 300-450 francs for 
main meals. So my guess as to the 
ordinary charges was not far wrong, be- 
cause I added up 400 for a room, 80 
for breakfast, 300 for luncheon and 450 
for dinner, making the answer 1,230 
francs, or about half of what we actu- 
ally paid without taking luncheon. Per- 
sonally I think this is rather overdoing 
it. It is certainly making hay while 
the sun shines.

On Edge 


RE we getting quarrelsome in ad- 
versity? I wonder this as I talk 
to motoring acquaintances about cars 
and motoring in general. I gather that 
designers don’t know how to design 
wheelbarrows, manufacturers haven't 
enough sense to avoid the bankruptcy 
court, all motorists but one (the 
speaker) must have bribed the driving 
examiners to get through the test, and 
British motoring is therefore on the 
last yard before the precipice of 
disaster, with not even a faint hope of 
pulling up. 

The curious thing is that motoring 
goes on, and successfully, even the 
grumblers succeeding in getting from 
here to there smoothly and rapidly in 
their inefficiently designed machines. 
Meantime, somehow, manufacturers 
survive. In the ultimate I agree with 
Mr. L. P. Lord when he says that the 
self-styled expert would last about five 
minutes in a big motor manufacturer’s. 
and I also think, as I hear the flow 
of criticism, that what is one man’s 
meat is still another man’s poison, and 
that everyone does not want to 
accelerate from 0 to 80 mp.h. so 
quickly that passengers need head sup- 
ports to avoid breaking their necks; nor 
do they want to travel all the time at 
80 m.p.h., consuming petrol at a rate 
of about 16 miles to the gallon, which 
seems to sum up the desires of the 
critics. The road and the race track 
are best considered separately, and for 
the former the motto “Enough is 
plenty” serves the vast majority of 
motorists. 


The only point where I find myself 
in some agreement with the critics is 
over the. driving standards on British 
roads, which are pathetic. It is prob- 
ably just as well that really high per- 
formance is denied the average 
motorist, because the normal car gives 
plenty of warning to the driver who is 
overdoing it. The transition from 
stability to instability on the high-per- 
formance car is quicker, although at a 
much higher speed, of course. 


a 
enthralling or tedious is a matter of 
temperament, but I find it the former. 
The mechanical side of it fascinates, 
as always, and one gets a crafty satis- 
faction out of keeping the engine run- 
ning easily at the correct speed with 
the constant observation of the ther- 
mometer and the oil gauge. That satis- 
faction will grow rapidly less as the 
mileage creeps up and more latitude is 
possible, but at the moment of writing 
there are precisely 154 miles on the 
mileage recorder, and at that figure I 
am firmly convinced that care and pre- 
cision are well worth while. My feel- 
ings, I may add, will not change a great 
deal even when two noughts are added 
to that figure. 

A different satisfaction comes from 
dealing with road contingencies in a 
manner that spares the engine as much 
as possible. The leisurely gait need 
bother no one until overtaking is neces- 
sary, and then one must have far more 
distance in which to do it than is 
normal, otherwise the need for sudden 
acceleration may arise. Many stops 
and starts can be avoided by even more 
distant observation than usual, and it 
should not be necessary to stop at any 
traffic light that is observable from a 
good distance. It is good discipline to 
have to accelerate gently instead of as 
rapidly as the car is capable, because I 
think the tendency of all drivers is to 
ask more and more of a car throughout 
its lifetime, and the occasional journey 
“ back to scratch” is salutary.

HERE are not many things so 
satisfactory to purchase today as 
a caravan. Unlike a new car, 
delivery is either “off the peg” or a 
matter of a few weeks. Purchase tax 
is payable on only a few of the trim- 
mings and amounts to less than one 
per cent in most cases 
A wide choice is offered to the pur- 
chaser, and there are very few caravans 
which will not give satisfactory service 
Nevertheless, each is designed either 
with some particular idea in view or 
for towing by some given size of car 
If the ’van is to be a post-war substi- 
tute for the pre-war country or seaside 
cottage, to be seldom moved, then fol- 
lowing Polonius’ famous advice to his 
son, “Costly thy habit as thy purse 
can buy,” should ensure a satisfactory 
purchase. According to the depth of 
one’s pocket a standard can be set 
somewhere between flock-filled mat- 
tresses and hardboard and silk damask 
and polished mahogany. Size is not 
the criterion—there are cheap big ones 
and expensive small ones. For the big 
family there are the roomy double- 
deckers and for the “just two of us” 
family there is ample variety 


Typical of the luxury touring class is the Car Cruiser 
Mayfair. This particular model is the property of 
Mr. R. J. Pinder of the Esso Company 
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Selecting a van for touring requires 
much more careful thought, even if it 
is to be a caravan which is to be static 
for the whole of the year with the ex- 
ception of the holiday period. 

The dictates of the pocket are, of 
course, to-some extent applicable, but 
much more important factors are the 
horse-power, weight and gear box of 
the car to be used for towing. While 
it is true that almost any car will tow 
almost any caravan slowly over a level 
road, it is equally true that the best 
touring grounds are not in flat country 

Loaded and ready for the road, it is 
desirable that the ’van should not 
weigh more than approximately 14 cwrt 
per horse-power, calculated on the old 
R.A.C. rating. When making this cal- 
culation it is useful to remember that 
bedding, culinary utensils and personal 
effects mount up to about 3 cwt; but do 
not be misled into just adding this 
figure on to that given by the makers 
as unladen weight 

Unladen weight has yet to be speci- 
fied. It can be anything from the 
weight of the chassis and floor to that 
of the complete van less the gas 
cylinder. This is most important

Nominal horse-power is, however, 
not the o qualifying standard 
Weight of car and the gear ratios much 
affect towing qualities. A major cause

Gear ratios are most important, 
especially if towing is to be done with 
cars of less than a nominal 12 h.p. One 
does not like to be dogmatic and say 
that towing with an 8 h.p. car with only 
a three-speed box is impracticable. It 
is, however, desirable only with the 
ultra-light vans especially designed for 
this purpose. A good four-speed box 
with a bottom gear in the region of 20 
to 1 is a very comforting thing when 
touring hilly countries.

If frequent tourizg is planned insist 
upon proper stowage of crockery and 
glassware. In pre-war vans not only 
was stowage provided but also the 
crockery itself was part of the equip- 
ment. For one-night stops the un- 
packing and re-packing of breakables 
are a nuisance, whereas if they go 
straight into place from washing up it 
is mo more trouble to move on than 
it is to stay put. 

Size and positioning of windows are 
very important points to consider. An 
under-windowed van gives a horrid, 
shut-in feeling akin to claustrophobia, 
whereas well-placed big windows give 
a sunny effect and make the interior 
look larger than it a is. Another

and gear ratio demands, probably quot- 
ing cases of Eights taking caravans 
weighing a ton plus over European 
mountain passes. This can be done, 
but the aim is to have a matched out- 
fit which will tow well and be reason- 
ably fast—not an unbalanced combina- 
tion, every journey in which is an anxi- 
ety and an obstruction to other road 
users. 

Consideration of the caravan under- 
carriage is next in importance. Make 
certain that the axle is of ample dimen- 
sions. Splayed wheels caused by a

64288.]—I was delighted to see letter [64257] from Mr. George 
Lanchester. I was on the design staff of the Lanchester Motor 
Co., Ltd. during a most interesting period of development, 1907 
to 1915, when changes were made from tiller to wheel, when the 
engine was moved forward from being within the bodywork 
and the engine stroke lengthened.

THINNING-DOWN 
i.A.E. 5 All Round? 


[64295.}—The very moderate petrol consumption figures re 

corded in the test of a Rover 75 (June 13 and 20) are no 
indication of the inferiority of the car but merely show that it 
was being lubricated by an unsuitable and old-fashioned oil; i.c., 
an oil of too high viscosity. This is borne out by the small 
difference in fuel consumption with and without the free wheel 
in operation. On a recent trip to Bury St. Edmunds I was able 
to travel more than half the distance (in flat country) with the 
gear lever in neutral. My normal petrol consumption at an 
average speed of 40-45 m.p.h. has been accurately tested at 31 
m.p.g., so that I probably did 50 m.p.g. on my coasting trip to 
Bury. My car, a 22 h.p. Ford Vedette, has S.A-E. 5 (five) in the 
engine, gear box and back axle. 

If the Rover 75 had been tested while running on this oil I 
am confident that the difference in free wheel consumption 
would have been greater and that the normal petrol consumption 
would have been reduced by 15 per cent. I have heard of a 
Rover Ten with petrol injection running on a still lower viscosity 
oil (than S.A.E. 5), which does 136 m.p.g 

Motor vehicle and tractor manufacturers seem to rely on the 
sludge formed by old-fashioned oils to make their oil seals and 
gaskets work, but they will have to brighten up their ideas when 
the advantages of the low-viscosity modern oils become more 
widely appreciated. 

In the future a new motor vehicle will be built round the new 
oils; smaller engines, radiators, batteries and lower fuel cost per 
mile could appreciably reduce motoring costs; in the meantime 
the new oils are actually cheaper than the old-fashioned S.A.E 
20 and 30 CLEGG

ideas about improving the work- 
ings of their vehicles, and it is often 
very difficult to help them without giv- 
ing offence. We have one very good 
client who asked us one day to fit one 
of the lesser-known types of carburet- 
tor-flange “economy devices”; the 
insertion of the device reduced the free 
area of the manifold throat by about 
30 per cent, and we could only assume 
that this obstruction would reduce 
available speed proportionately, and we 
said so. According to our client, his 
subsequent tests proved us to be wrong, 
for he said that top-end speed was 
higher by about 6 m.p.h 
Less than a month later he was back 
again to ask us to dismantle his carbu- 
rettor and “streamline the throttle to 
reduce the obstruction”! Needless to 
say, we excused ourselves from that 
duty by pointing out that the throttle 
flap was only 1/32in thick to start with, 
and that any reduction of its thickness 
would surely result in the flap wrap- 
ping itself around the spindle the first 
time the engine backfired. We rather 
gathered that the client had lost faith 
in our intelligence, and we wonder now 
whether we ought to carry out instruc- 
tions to the letter and let the customer 
stand the racket.

Braking Storm 


| age most other repair establish- 
ments, we hear a great deal about 
brake fade nowadays, and are not alone 
in finding ourselves impotent to remedy 
the fault. It should be more widely 
realized that fade is a problem of initial 
design rather than of correct mainten- 
ance and adjustment, and that the prob- 
lem has been acutely felt on touring 
cars only during the past few years. 
The conditions which have léd to the 
present epidemic are caused, of course, 
by the greatly enhanced performance 
of modern cars and by the manufac- 
turers failing to modify their brake lay- 
outs to suit. 

Now the fault does not lie with the 
braking system manufacturer; as one of 
them explamed to me recently he is 
tied very strictly to a certain number of 
pence “ per corner,” and the size of the 
supplies is accordingly 
limited. Also he is under the eye of 
the chief designer, who insists—and 
rightly so—upon keeping unsprung 
weight toa minimum. As if that were 
noi enough, the brake manufacturer 
finds that on only a very few modern 
cars is any provision made for the 
supremely important matter of cooling 
the brakes. 

The brake man does not entertain 
any doubt at all that brake fade could

easily be cured, and these are his sug- 
gestions. Spare the brake designer a 
few more coppers per car; let him use 
light alloy wherever possible, for both 
heat dissipation and for reducing 
weight; and, above all, give him air! 
He will then guarantee that fade will 
fade out. 


Diagnosis Dept. 


NE of the most interesting parts 

of motor engineering is the 
diagnosing of faults, even though it is 
one of those things for which one is 
adequately paid only on rare occasions. 
We are human enough to get a great 
deal of satisfaction out of “fingering” 
those troubles which have beaten other 
people, and the boost to our collective 
ego often compensates for a small 
financial loss. 

Always, the most teasing snags are 
expensive-sounding noises, which can 
sometimes “ ventriloquize ” themselves, 
by body resonance and whatnot, from 
one end of the engine, and indeed the 
whole car, to the other. One such case 
was a subdued but menacing rumble 
from a newly reconditioned engine, 
which seemed to emanate from the 
extreme rear end. With the aid of a 
stethoscope type of listening device, 
and a lengthy process of elimination, 
it was deduced that the trouble was 
camshaft float. A further check re- 
vealed that the front timing cover, 
which incorporated the forward loca- 
tion of the camshaft, had _ been 
assembled with a thickish Hallite 
gasket instead of with the usual brown 
paper pattern, and thus just sufficient 
clearance was made available for the 
camshaft to “walk about.” Since we 
are not engine reconditioners, the case, 
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together with our diagnosis, was 
referred back to the people who had 
done the engine, and they adopted 
what we thought was a very neat and 
effective cure. A hole was drilled and 
tapped into the timing cover and a 
hardened bolt and lock nut were used 
to obtain just the right amount of end 
float. No charge was made. 


Soliloquy 


O look dispassionately at the 

modern internal combustion en- 
gine is to wonder at anyone expecting 
it to work successfully, and to wonder 
still more at the way it does go on 
working for years on end. Some of 
the components of an engine are un- 
believably crude, and none so much 
as that which we all take for granted, 
the poppet valve. How many motorists 
have reflected that the exhaust valve 
consists of a piece of metal, devoid of 
any lubricant, sliding at a great speed 
inside another piece of metal, being 
subjected to an almost unimaginably 
intense heat, what time it is constantly 
being bumped up and down upon 
another piece of metal with a force that, 
in another application, could be used 
to crush rocks? 

With the best materials in the world, 
and with the highest degree of fitting 
skill, the poppet valve is still a shock- 
ing crudity. What, then, of the chances 
of long life for the valves which are 
fitted without due thought for the 
abominable conditions under which 
they have to work? They are the 
valves which are fitted to new engines 
without ever being mated to their 
respective seats, so that little or no 
heat dissipation can take place during 
the incredibly short space of time in 
which the valve is in contact with a 
relatively cool part of the engine. 
Little wonder that valve burning is so 
prevalent, especially with the poor fuel 
which we are getting nowadays.

HE great Targa Florio race was run 
for the 36th time last Sunday over 
the Circuit of Madonie, in Sicily; the 
organization was good, the weather very 
hot.
